THE COST OF INSPECTION, 
The Department of Agriculture issued the 
following statement last night :— 

The provisions of the orders of the British 
Ministry of Agriculture and Fishegies relating 
to the landing in Great Britain of cattle, 
sheep, goats, and swine from Ireland, have 
been consolidated in a new order entitled The 
Animals (Landing from Ireland, the Channel 
Islands, and the Isle of Man) Order, of 1923, 
which comes into operation on Ist instant, the 
date of the coming into force of the British 
Statote (Importation ef Animals Act, 1922), 
under which the movements of al] imported 
cattle after leaving the prescribed landin 
places are regulated. So far as Irish áahhais 
are concerned there is nothingein the new 
order to interfere with the contimuance of the 
previously existing regulations with regard to 
landing and detention in the landing places. 

- All animals must, as heretofbre, be shipped 
from the specified ports, and accompanied by 
the certificate of a veterinary inspector ap- 
pointed by the central authority, for the pur- 
poses of the Diseases of Anifhals Acts in the 
area in which the port is situated, In the 
case of swine, the licence of the Irish 
veterinary inspector must accompany the 
animals also. 

No change is for the present made in the 

requirements with regard to the marking of 
all animals before landing, and after landing, 
animals will, as bitherto, be detained in the 
landing place until al! those in the same 
cargo have been examined in daylight and at 
least ten hours have elapsed from the landing 
of the last animal of the cargo. In the case 
of store sheep, the requirement as to dipping 
beíore release continues. 
To cover the expenses of examination a fee 
of 6d. per head for cattle and 1d. per head for 
sheep, pigs and goats, will be charged for 
Irich animals, as well as for other imported 
animals. Fees are required to be paid to the 
landing place authorities, who will act as the 
agent of the Ministry. for the purposes of 
collection. 

The movement of animals after release from 
the landing plaees will be subject to regu- 
lations in all respects similar to those pre- 
viously in operation, those with regard to 
cattle being now Statutory and applicable to 
ali imported cattle. 


AT MANCHESTER. 


THREE CLASSES OF CATTLE 
LANDED.

MANCHESTER, Thursday. 

The first cargo of Cagadian store cattle to reach 
this country since the lifting of the embargo 
was landed at Manchester this morning from 
the. steamer Manchester Division. It con- 
sisted‘of 425 head of three classes—shorthorns, 
Hereford-Angus, and polled Angus. 
Another steamer. the Manchester Brigade, 
is crossing the Atlantic with a similar cargo, 
and two other Manchester steamers are load- 
ing.

They were the first store cattle to 
be shipped from Canada since 1894. 
Captain Millington, who was present at the 
landing on behalf of the Ministry of Agricul- 
ture, said that after ten hours’ rest the 
animals would be licensed out ta dealers in 
various parts of the country.

POISON ACCIDENTALLY

The P. and O. liner conveying the specialist 
was a few hours late, and he missed the last 
train for Cairo. Last evening he secured a 
carriage attached to a goods train, and left 
Alexandria at dawn this morning; but while 
he was waiting in suspense at Alexandria at 
midnight his patient was sinking. 

The doctors in charge of the case fought 
death every minute, but the stimulants failed 
to rally Lord Carnarvon’s ebbing life, and a 
few minutes before two o'clock this morning 
he died quietly.

MUMMIES’ “VENGEANCE” 


SUPERNATURAL THEORIES 
DISCREDITED. 


From Ocr Own CoRRESPONDEXT. 
LONDON, Thursday. 

Egvptologists not only discredit the idea of 
any supernatural factor in the death of Lord 
Carnarvon, but they regard the suggestion 
with impatience. Sir Ernest A. Wallis 
Budge, Keeper of Egyptien and Assyvian 
antiquities at the British Museum, in an in- 
terview yesterday, described such theories as 
* bunkuin.”’ 

“If there is anything in the vengeance 
idea,” he said, “everybody in this country 
who possesses Egyptian relics would be 
cursed. I know of no such thing.” 

“ Miss Marie Corelli has stated that she 
possesses a book, which, she says, is not in 
the British Museum, translated from the 
Arabic by the professor to Louis XVI., which 
stated that the Egyptian tombs contained 
boxes of secret poison, presumably put there 
to harm those who should venture to invade 


the tomb. The book. is in the British 
Musenm, and M. Vatier (the translator 
referred to) died in 1667, and could 
not have Louis XVI.

I have never heard of any excavator of tombs 
finding boxes of poison.” : / 

The Egyptians, continued Bir Exnast, paid 
great respect to the dead, but ther own 
people robbed the tombs from the earliest 
times right down to to-day. Sir Ernest de- 
scribed the efforts made long ago to stop the 
desecration. The object of the robber, he 
explained, was to obtain jewels, but at the 
close of the Middle Ages, mummy was used 
as medicine. The consequence was that 
hundreds of mummies were pulled to pieces, 
and the skin, and what was left of the tleeb, 
pounded up and used as a drug, to cure 
sicknesses. 

Another high authority on Ancient Egypt 
dealt in more detai] with superstitious belie 
The idea, he said, about ruin and disaster 
being prophesied for desecrators of the tombs 
is only met witb occasionally in papyri. Some 
papyri nas been found in tombs containing

Egyptians. If there had been such a curse, 
and it could have been effective, there would 
not be any archeologists left to-day. 

The American Professor, Reisner, has ex- 
lored thousands and thousands of tombs in 
igypt. Then there is Professor Petrie, also 
Professor Elliott Smith, who does nothing 
but examine mummies. Nothing has hap- 
pened to any of them. 
lucky people. 

Lord ‘Carnarvon, he added. has only dug 
out one person. ‘I! don’t know of any 
Egyptclogists who believe in these supersti- 
tions, or that they have any powers of ven- 
geance, as some people seem to think they 
have. Anyone who does believe in them is 
not a scientific Egvptologist.’ 

As to the secret poison theory, this was 
described as being “ rather ingenious and ex- 
tremely materialistic.”

INCREASED EMIGRATION 
FROM IRELAND,

For some time past there has been a rush 
of emigrants from Ireland to the United 
States. The cause is not quite clear, but it 
is believed to be largely attributable to the 
unsettled state of the country. 

In the three months ending March Slst of 
this year, over 800 males and females have 
had their passports viséd at the American 
Consulate in Dublin, as compared with 400 
for the corresponding period of last year. 
These emigrants, it must be remembered, 
came exclusively from the Provinces ol 
Leinster and Connaught. The other portions 
of Ireland are deait with at Belfast and 
(Jueenstown. 

The actual number of passengers from the 
same area who got visés to go to the United 
States during the past three years were :— 


The desire to get passports vised at present 
is such that the applicants are geen by ap- 
pointment only, and on an average over fifty 
persons attend at the Consulate office every 
ay. 

Gentine of prospective emigrants were to be 
seen in and around the Comsulate yesterday. 
Their ages ranged from 18 to 50, and they 
were mainly of the farmgng and. labouring 
classes. 

An Irish 7'imes reporter was informed that 
the majority of them came from the West. 
The percentage of men and women appeared 
to be about equal. 

The booking of passengers for arrival in the 
United States during April, May and June 
has now ceased, except for the following 
exempted classes :—(a) United States citizens ; 
(b) Bona-fide tourists; (c) Passengers traveil- 
ing to the United States for a temporary visit 
on business, and returning within six vonths ; 
(d) Trans-Pacific passengers travelling *hrough 
the United States to the Orient or Australasia ; 
(e) Passengers travelling via the United States 
to Canada or other countries outside the 
United States. 

A notice to this effect has been issued by 
the managers of the various shipping com- 
panies to their agents. 

The quota year ends on June Oth, so that 
the booking of passengers for arrival in tbe 
United States will not be resumed until June 
23rá, and by ships which are due to reach 
America on and after July lst. In calculat- 
ing the quota Ireland is still included in Great 
Britain. 

The quota for the “ United Kingdom ” for 
the year ending June Sth, 1925, 1s 77,542. 
The shipping companies have booked up to 
the limit of the quota, but the quota for visés 
is not exhausted ; hence the anxiety of booked 
passengers during the past week to have their 
passports made good. 

Another Dublin shipping agent told our 
representative that more than half of those 
who are about to emigrate have had their

There seems little understanding of the fact 
that the debt question constitutes the most 
important and baffling problem of national 
finance. The service of the debt requires 
nearly one-half of the total national expendi- 
ture. Its burden can be lightened by a 
reduction of the rate of interest, or by. in- 
creased production, so that the debt charge 
shall eventually represent a smalier _per- 
cetitage of the nation’s total income. With 
many of our former Continental customers in 
a semi-bankrupt condition, increased produc- 
tion must necessarily be a slow process. 
Therefore the immediate practicable policy is 
one which will aim at reduction of debt and | 
a resultant lowering of the interest charge. 

There are, naturally, many claimants to Mr. 
Baldwin’s prospective surplus. On its merits 
the Corporation Profits Tax, which is only 
paid by the ordinary shareholder in joint 
stock enterprises, and is, therefore, a tax upon 
enterprise, has the best claim for consideration.

ARMY ACT AMENDMENT.

An amendment to the Army Act provides

At present officers and soldiers can be dealt 
with summarily, but no section provides for 
summarily dealing with warrant officers not 
holding honorary commissions. 

Another clause will remove donbts which 
have arisen as to whether there is power to 
mitigate, remit, or commute a punishment, 
such as the dismissal of an officer or the -re- 
duetion of a non-commissioned officer to the 
ranks.

Recently he attem & coup d'état by 
organising the Kamelie Klan for women, which 
Imperial Wizard Evans in a ukase forbade 
the Klansmen to countenance, Simmons ;e- 
taliating with a proclamation declaring him- 
self the highest officer of the Klan, and direct- 
ing the Kiansmen to ignore Evans's orders.

URGENT NEED OF A PROPER 

POLICY, 
SYDNEY, Thureday.

Mr. Brace related the desperate position of 
the Australian beef industry, and ssid that 
the Admiralty’s meat order had been given 
to a foreign Power, whose production had not 
been hampered by the pyramid of debts con- 
tracted in defence of the Empire.

Mrs. Baines admitted that from 1911 to 
1920, with the exception of 1917, the Lockes 
had been paying for Sheila’s education, but 
it was very much against their wishes. 

The Coroner read a passage from a letter 
written by Sheila to a friend, stating—‘* It 
seems only natural to me to want to chance 
my name. I! have been with these people, 
whom I adore, ever since I wes four years 
old. - I have vever known another md 
They have doue everything in the world for 
me, so is it strange | should Jove them ?"' 

Mrs. Baines, replying to a question, said 
that they had tried to get a warrant for the 
arrest of Mr. Locke on an abduction charge. 

The barrister representing Mr. Locke stated 
that there was not the slightent truth ip the 
suggestion of coercion. The parents had 
handed their daughter over to the custody of 
the Lockes, and she had been content to re- 
main with them. 

The jury returned a verdict of suicide dur- 
ing temporary insanity. 

GIRL'’S RENUNCIATION, 

It is recalled that early this year there ap- 
peared in the persona! column of a newspaper 
an announcement by Sheila, in which she de- 
clared her formal renunciation of the name 
of Baines and her adoption of the name of 
Locke. A few days later Mr. and Mrs. 
Baines inserted the following announce- 
ment :— 

“We, Alfred Sandells Baines and Alice 
Baines, the parents of Sheila Rosemary 
Baines, on the 19th of January, 1923, lodged

When previous Land Acts were ge the 
tenants were left in a very settled position, 
When they purchased cattle they were able to 
te'l fairly accurately what they would obtain 
for them after twelve months. A farmer knew 
what he was going to get for his corn, and he 
knew the price of labour. He saw in front of 
him a certain margin of profit. He was not 
faced then with heavy rates and the cost of 
repairing the damage to bridges and private 

roperty all cver the country.. He was not 
had with a rafe greater than his rent, and 
be was not faeed with agricultural conditions 
as they were faced with them at present. 

The people of Ireland had now the making 
of the laws.

At the Irish National Teachers’ Congress in 
Dublin yesterday, Mr. Cormac Walsh, pre 
siding, Sir James Craig, M.D., contributed a 
paper on the subject of Medical Inspection 
and Treatment of School Children. 

The medical inspection of schoo] children 
properly administered, he said, should be 
economical in the best sense of the word. 
Fundamentally the State control of health in- 
spection depended upon the fact that a lar 

roportion of the children attending t 
National Schools were suffering from prevent- 
able and remediable disease, and an im- 
portant fact that they should endeavour to 
Lcomprehend was that many defects were un- 
recognised, either by teachers or parents. 
Healthy homes and proper feeding would not 
by themselves, however, ‘cover all the ground 
medical inspection claims to cover. 

The success of medical. inspection of 
schools in the Irish Free State: would depend 


and women graduates should prove to be 
as highly efficient as men in the inspection 
and treatment of school children, Under the 
provisions of the Public Health Bill, which 
the Minister of Local Government had pro- 
mised to lay before the Dail, within the next 
few months there would be, he hoped, Health 
Boards appointed by the County Councils, 
and on these Health Boards, he trusted, that 
managers and teachers of primary schools 
would have representation, for these Health 
Boards would control all medical and public 
health services of the counties. It would be 
a duty of the , whole-time county medical 
officers of health who would be appointed 
under the new Act to advise the County 
Health Boards in the drawing up of a scheme 
for the medical inspection and treatment of 
school children in their respective areas. When 
such a scheme had received the approval of 
the Minister for Local Government, it would 
be immediately put into force, and he was 
not sure that the Minister of Education would 
have any effective control further than giving 
his assent to the schemes and to see that their 
rovisions were complied with. He was in 
avour of a separate Ministry of Health to 
formulate and control the functions associated 
with the public health of the Irish Free State. 


TEACHING OF HYGIENE. | 

Perhaps the most important relationship of 
school medical inspection and treatment was 
its connection with the teaching of hygiene 
and physical education. This was where the 
teacher and the school nurse could exercise 
a most beneficent influence. 

No single method of improving the health 
of children and preventing the impairment of 
health could compare ior a moment with 
sound teaching and continuous practice in 
the principles of hygiene. The seven things 
essential to a child's physical well-being were 
proper food, fresh air, exercise, warmth, 
cleanliness, rest and regular habite, and he 
would be inclined to add happiness. 

During infancy home was the true place for 
the provision of these essentials, but when 
the child reached school age and took its 
place in school, then it might be necessary in 
many cases to supplement the home training 
by (1) instruction in elementary hygiene; (2) 
surrounding the child with hygienic environ- 
ment as far as is possible in a hygienic school. 
and, finally, (3) to encourage an habitual and 
daily practice of the methods necessary In 
achieving the essentiale of physical well-being. 

If instruction by the teacher was to be of 
any practical use, the teacher must, on the 
other hand, bave been well taught. In the 
case of smaller children, the precepts of 
cleanliness could at least be á ge in- 
culcated. In ‘the case of the older pupils, 
there was no limit to what a well instructed 
and capable teacher might effect. In no 
country in the world was it more necessary 
that children, and through them ‘their 

ents, should be taught such important 
ygienic facts as that the infection of typhus 
fever was caused by lice, or that flies might 
be responsible for depositing on uncovered 
articles of food the germs which produce 
enteric fever and other important infections. 
To teach that the consumption of ‘tuberculous 
milk causes a large ee of all the 
tuberculous diseases of childhood, and that 
the scalding of milk would render it t armless 
in this respect, would be of great value to the 
hearers in after life. The lives of many cbil- 
dren might be saved through the snowledge 
that measles is a disease to be feared because 
for a period of four days before the rash 
appears a child might be running about in a 
feverish state, and thereby contract an in- 
flammation of the lungs which was often fetai, 
but which might have been prevented if the 
atient had remained in bed in a warm room. 

© appreciate the fact and to make it widely 
known that so-called ‘‘ growing pains’’ were 
a myth was a matter of more than ordinary 
importance. These “‘ growing pains’’ might 
be the only evidence of rheumatic fever in a 
child, and rheumatic fever was almost the 
universal cause of inflammation of the lining 
membrane of the heart. This, in the voung, 
was responsible in its turn for the occurrence 
of valvular diseases of the heart, which 
shortened the lives and produced physical in- 
eficiency in so many of their population, If 
they could eliminate the causes of rheumatic 
fever they would have done much to ensure 
the disappearance of heart disease in the 
young. And the obvious bearing of these re- 
marks ig that so-called “growing pains” 
might be the only manifestation of rheumatism 
in the young; that a child who complained of 
pains in the limbs should be kept in bed and 
that medical advice should be sought. 

The school itself should be managed in 
obedience to the laws of hygiene, for by this 
means hygiene was to be taught to the pupils, 
How far it would be possible to conduct 
classes in the ordinary schoo] work in the 
open air, or in open air shelters, was a subject 
which must receive earnest attention from the 
educational and health authorities. 

He had said that the child should be en- 
couraged in the habitua) and daily practice 
of the methods necessary in achieving the 
essential conditions of well-being. Fixed hours 
for getting up and retiring, fixed hours for 
meals, fixed time for washing, fixed times 
especially for attention to the calls of nature, 
fixed time for work, fixed time for play, fixed 
time for cleaning the teeth—al] these contri- 
bated to habits of well-being, and led to 
habits of punctuality. To make medical in- 
spection a success there must be hearty co- 
operation of the medical officer with the 
teacher, with the schoo] nurse, and with the 
parents or guardians of the children. 


suggested that a whole-time medical officer 
of health should be appointed for a county 
or for several of the smaller counties com- 
bined. A district nurse should be appointed 
in every dispensary district, part of whose 
duties would be to aid in the inspection of 
pupils, and to carry out such tfeatment as 
she was competent to perform. Cases requir- 
ing institutional treatment should be sent to 
the district hospital or to the County Hospital, 
but where treatment by a specialist was neces- 
sary, cases should be sent to the metropolitan 
special or general hospitals, or to those of the 
larger towns. In the case of rural schools, 
a motor car, ee with the necessary 
apparatus, should be provided for the use of 
the visiting dentist. 


WITHIN SCHOOL HOURS. 


Inspection and treatment must be under- 
taken within school hours. The time spent 
by pupil during school hours in undergoing 
inspection should count towards the minimum 
time constituting “an attendance” in a 
national school, and the time spent in treat- 
ment, whether in the school, at home, or in 
hospital, should count to an extent of not 
more than ten school days in any calendar year 
in respect of the pupil’s “ attendances” at a 
national echool, provided that a medical certi- 
ficate was forthcoming from the medical officer 
stating that such time was necessarily occe- 
pied in treatment, ' 

Physical training should be looked at írom 
two separate points of view—firstly, corrective 
s which the nurse would be instructed 
to carry out in individual cases, with a view 
to overcome existing deformities or to 
strengthen a particular group of muscles; 
and, y, methods to be used with 
healthy children, so as to bring their physical 
development to a point of high efficiency. 

Sir James Craig, im conclusion, said that

Mr. P. Connolly (Claremorris) moved that 
the income tax department be invited to con- 
fer with the Executive of the Irish National 
Teachers’ Organisation with a view to deter- 
mining what standard expenses were allow- 
able to teachers, and what further standard 
abatements were due to married women 
teachers, or those living at a distance from 
their schools.

It was further pointed out that the oppor- 
tunities for advancement in life are fewer for 
bovs and girls from the bi-lingual districts 
than for those where the standard of living is 
higher. The opinion was unanimous! X- 
pressed that the Government should give 
special concessions to those schools, and thas 
attention should be focussed on their import- 
ance in the work of language revival,
